The  Kansans  who 
had  sold  their  farms  loailed  the  liiilk 
of  their  implements  and  household 
>;oods  on  freifiht  trains,  and  hit  the 
steel  trail  northward,  weri'  all  |»ros- 
|M-roiis.  They  lia<l  nothinix  Itiit  jeers 
for  the  sla\-at-lioines  wiio  had  told 
them  that  the.\  would  he  frozen  to 
dealli.  'I'hey  had  liolliiiii;  hiit  cheers 
for  the  new    connlry. 

Alfred  saw  the  Canadian  land  au'iiil

<'ise  m.\    rights  and    in>-  jiidiimi'lit,  I<m>. 


.hist  now  there  cjon't  seem  to  Im-  an> 
^reat  issues  up  and  in  sonii-  s.itioiis 
lliire  ain"l  an.\  yreal  olijiitioris  to 
Ameriiaiis  votinii  if  lliex're  pro|M'rt\ 
owners.  That's  kiihl  i>'  l>\  fa\or.  Tin 
told,  lint  I  want  to  he  the  whole, 
yiiiiiine  articji'.  |  don't  want  an\ 
favors.      I  want  iiolhiim  Imt  in\  rit;lils.  " 

So  Alfred  anil  C\ ,  and  Hank  went 
liefore  the  district  jiidyc  swon  thai 
llie\  had  hecii  ilwcllers  in  Canada  for 
three  years  and  solcmnl.v  proinisei' 
to  hear  allej^'iancc  to  Kdward.  of  (inal 
Britain  and  Ireland,  and  the  Kritish 
Dominions  Iteyond  the  S-as.  Kiim.  Il 
was  not  an  oath  repnunant  to  their  in- 
iirained  Americanism,  for  lliere  was  not 
as  there  is  in  the  Anieriian  natnrah/- 
alioii  ohli^ation.  an\  s|H'cificalion 
that  that  liny  would  ili\irt  llnin- 
siIms  of  "more  especiall\  "  their 
former  allcuianec.  An  Kn«lishniaii  tak- 
ing the  American  oath  has  to  name 
particularly  Kint;  Ivlward;  a  (German, 
the  Kaiser.  Hnl  the  Canadian  oath 
atlilids  strictly  to  the  fiilure.  and  lets 
the  past  look  after  itself.  All  of  which 
seems  to  he  the  mole  i  onrteolls  and 
satisfactory  methiKl  of  performing  the 
desirahle.  Then-  arc  no  wrcnchintls  of 
old  memories  and  inliorn  aircct  ions; 
tiiiTe  is  no  suspicion  mi  the  part  of  the 
newly-made  ('.tiiadiaii  that  he  is  lieiii^ 
made  to  pay  somclhinL:  for  his  new 
citizenship, 

Alfred  and  Alfreds  sons  win!  their 
wa\  of  |>rosperity.  Like  some  tens  of 
thoiisaiids  of  Ainerii  >  who  had  taken 
Ihe  Canadian  nat  ni.ilization  oath  lie- 
fore  and  some  tiioiisands  lia\e  taken 
il  since  flie.v  liclicve  that  tliev  had 
lieconic  British  siilijecls.  The\  told 
American  newcomers  that  the\  liad 
ihan^'eil  their  fla)i  willi  their  home  and 
tlic.\  aihised  the  new  arri\als  to  do 
the  same  tliini;.  The\  fell  jiist  ahout 
as  eomforlalile  as  British  suliiects.  they 
sjiiil.  as  when  they  liore  alleL'iancc  to 
rneh-  Sam.

All  that 
Canaila  has  ^ivrn  tlu-ni  is  th*'  li^ht  to 
xotc  in  (aiiada.  to  srrvc  on  jnrirs,  or  in 
( hr  Nohintcrrs.  to  sit  in  the  (anadiati 
I'arlianii'nl  or  the  l'ro\  iiirial  l.rnisla- 
liirrs,  ami  to  enter  those  professions 
which  no  outlaniler  can  join. 

Canada  has  not  i  nfranchised  these 
aliens  nnder  false  pretence.  Neither 
are  the  liritisii  Ministers  of  the  <'roun 
irreall.v  to  Manic  When  the  <|iiestion 
of  Kinpire-wide  na.  alixation  first  came 
up  at  the  Colonial  Conference.  Mr. 
.Joseph  ChamlH'rlain  promised  to  do  his 
hest  to  secure  a  ciiange  in  the  Ini|H'rial 
ref;u!ations.  Hut  illness  liroufihl  alH.iit 
the  fireat  Connnoiier's  retirement.  .\l- 
fred  Lyttelton.  his  successor,  envi"  'ed 
slight    interest    in    the  <|nestion.  len, 

four  years  ajjo,  Campliell-Haiiiicrman 
(ioveriimciil  came  in  anil  at  the  Imper- 
ial Conference  of  I'.tOS,  the  Canadian 
Prime  Minister  liroii^ht  the  (|Uc>lioii 
up  ajiaiii.  Herhert  (dadstoiie,  the 
Home  Secretary,  promised  to  f;i\e  the 
matter  his  attention.  Hut  a  general 
eleclioii  licfian  to  loom  on  the  political 
horizon,  and  minor  matters  were  dis- 
re),'arde(l. 

Iiider  the  Knulish  naturalization 
la\\.  an  alien  must  resid<-  in  (ireat 
Hritaiii  for  five  years  hefore  he  can 
take  an  oath.  .\iid  he  cannot  tak<'  it 
unless  he  swears  that  he  intends  to  live 
in  (ireat  Hritian.  Of  course,  he  ma\- 
travel  as  much  as  he  likes,  and  everv- 
where  he  travels  the  Hritish  fla«  will 
|irote<'t  him:  the  Hritish  .\ml)assa<hir  .if 
he  jjets  into  troiilih' ill  a  forei>;n  country, 
will  M'c  to  it  that  lu'  jiets  justice  aiKl'a 
fair  trial:  the  Hritish  Consuls  are  at  his 
service  in  all  mat Icrs  of  trade  and  com- 
merce,    lie  is  as  niuch  an  KiiKlishman 


as  if  he  were  a  dcsccnclaiil  of  one  of  the 
<'on(|Uerer"s  reiver-,  and  had  U-c-n  iMirn 
a  royal  duke.  He  is  in  all  res|N-cU 
the  ^'eiiiiine  article.  In  fact,  (ireut 
Itritain  rather  makes  a  jxtiiit  of  liHtking 
after  her  iial  raliy.cd  siilijeets.  There 
was  the  famous  Don  I'acifico  ca^*  in  the 
middle  of  the  la.st  century.  I  >on  I'ue- 
ifico,  althoiifjh  h  '  carried  ii  Spanish 
st.\  le.  was  really  a  I'ortunnese  tfew,  who 
had  Im'coimc  iiutnrali/ed.  He  wus  alioiit 
as  criNtked  as  they  made  tiicm,  aeeord- 
iufi  to  all  accounts,  hut.  when  a  (ireek 
moll  handled  him  during  u  (ire<'k  church 
festi\al,  the  father  of  the  sanu-  .Mr. 
(dadstone  of  whom  we  have  Ix-en  hear- 
in:.',  nearly  hroii^ht  alioiit  war  Iwtwccn 
Kn^'land  and  (ireecc  just  iM-canse  the 
Don  was  a  natiiruli/ed  HritLsner. 

.\nd  tlu-  system  lia.s  not  Ik-cii  chan^'- 
ed.  In  last  year's  Hriti.sh  (ioverninent 
accounts  tla-re  is  a  curious  little  item 
amoiiK  the  unclaimed  moneys  st'ind- 
inH  to  the  credit  of  |>rivate  <-itiz<'ns. 
It  reads  thus: 

"liiclainuMl  account  of  .Manuel  Cos- 
t<'lli.  I'aid  hy  \'enezuelaii  Ciovern- 
ment  S.")(H1." 

('ostein  was  a  naturalized  Spaniard 
who  had  lived  in  London  for  a  ^oihI 
nnmy  years.  Hiisiness  took  him  to 
Caracas  where  Spaniard's  are  ii(»t 
so  awfully  popular  in  \'eiiezuela  la- 
was  lieateii  up  in  some  sort  of  anti- 
Spanish  row  in  a  chili.  He  died.  and. 
so  far  as  the  Hritish  authorities  could 
find  out.  he  had  no  heirs.  Hut  the 
Hritis'.  (ioverninent  demandetl  repara- 
ti.in  and  they  ^'ot  it  twenty-five  hun- 
dred dollars'  w(irth.  Now  there  is  ikj 
claimant  to  the  money. 

So  that  is  tlu'  way  (iieat  Hritaiii 
looks  after  her  naturalized  citizens. 
Hilt  they  are  not  citizens  naturalized 
hy  Canada  or  .\iistralia  or  anyli<idy, 
lint  the  otficers  of  the  Hritish  Secre- 
tary of  State.  .Vnd  it  works  the  other 
way.  A  (iermau  for  instance,  who  has 
taken  out  his  papers  in  Canada,  minlit 
lie  seized  on  his  return  to  Herliii  and 
forccci  to  fill  out  his  time  in  the  (ierman 
army.  The  British  Amliassador.  if  h<' 
were    appealed    to,    could    do    nothing.

.\mericaii-('anailian  frieml,  who  li\e-. 
ill  Toroiilo,  is  a  wcailh.v  man.  lie 
was  ill  no  '.vant  of  money,  lint  iie  is  a 
lioony  fi^hle..  ami  he  iliii  want  to  pini- 
isli  the  owner  of  that  niolor  car.  He 
coiiiiin't.  He  wa.s,  in  so  far  as  inter- 
nal ioiial  law  w'u.s  coiicerneil.  a  man 
without  a  country. 

Which  was  just  what  HerlMTt  (ilail- 
.-iionc  sanl  at  ihil  Colonial  (oiiferi-inf. 
Here  are  his  won  Is: 


"Km'Ii  if  a  man  in  the  colonies  is  na 
luiali/.cil  in  llial  ioIoiin.  he  caiiiiol 
i|U:ilify  if  he  comes  In  Ihc  mother  i  onii- 
liy  until  he  has  rcsiileil  hcie  for  five 
\ears.  So  thai  his  colonial  comiiilion 
is  reall.\  a  ili><|ualifiialion  fur  fixe  years 
ilnrin^  which  he  laiinnt  iHcoine  a  Itrit- 
isli sniijecl.  " 

So  far  as  Knulaml  is  loncciicil.  the 
lilH-i'aiity  of  he  iialiirali/alion  law  is 
of  coniparali\cl.\  miNle.n  ^rowlh.  I  n- 
til  Is7ll  the  p.aclice  with  ri'Uaril  to 
sulijii'ts  naln.aii/eil  alironl  was  liaseil 
npoii  the  principles  of  the  imleliliilil  \ 
of  natural  allegiance  ami  of  lilHTl.\  of 
emigration.  K\er>one  was  fiee  to 
leaM'  his  count r.\.  lnil  wliate\ cr  form 
he  went  thronuh  elsewhere  an:!  wlial 
ever  his  inleiilion  to  cliaiip'  his  nalinn- 
alily.  he  still  rctnaim-il  an  Knuhshman 
in  the  eve  of  the  law.  Tlierefore. 
V  lerevi'i'  Knulish  law  coiilil  run  he  hail 
the  privilcp's  ami  was  lialile  lo  the 
olilipttions  imporcil  In  them;  if  he  re- 
lurneil  lo  a  Hritish  coiiiilry  he  was  not 
nniler  the  ilisaliilities  of  an  alien  ami  he 
was  not  eiililleil  to  the  prolecl  nil  of  his 
ailopleil  connlry.  On  the  other  haml, 
so  loiiK  as  he  stayeil  within  foreign 
jniisiliclion  he  was  iiouml  iiy  his  own 
professidiis.  .\t  the  iM'uinnin^  of  the 
last  century  llie  assertion  of  the  ilmlrinc 
of  the  imlcliliililx  of  allegiance  was 
lillle  else  than  nominal.  Il  has  liecome 
an  anachronism  ami  ils  ii>nsisteiil 
praclical  assertion  was  iinpossilili  ,  Il 
was  opposiil  to  the  fnuilaincnlal  ami 
essential  iilea.  ail  iirilint;  to  niiHlern  pnli- 
lic  laws,  that  an  imliviiliial  can  1h'  a 
citi/eii  of  lint  one  coinitry.  ami  ciiu  have 
lint  a  sin;:lc  nationality  at  a  time.  He 
ceases  to  lie  a  citizen  of  the  .Molhcr 
Conntry  the  momeni  he  is  nalurali/.eil 
to  anolher  ami  whelher  or  mil  he  has 
lieeii  nalnrali/.eil  is  a  i|Ucsliiin  ilelerniin- 
eil  li.\  liK-al  law.  ami  from  this  ilecision 
there  is  no  appeal.  In  iMiS  a  commit- 
tee was  appoinleil  to  report  upon  what 
alteraliiins  miylil  to  lie  niailc  in  the 
nalurali/alion  laws,  ami  in  lN7tl  an  act 
was  passeil  li,\  'lie  Imperial  I'arliamenl . 
which  pniviileii  llial  a  snliject  liicoininj; 
iialiirali/eil  in  a  foreign  slate  shall  lose 
his  Hritish  ti.ttional  character  aii'l  which 
makes  lilieral  provision  for  the  natural-
